The Pension Hill PasseU By 


House or Representatives 


WASHINGTON, December 1G.—The pen- 


sion appropriation 
bill, appropriating 


850,000,000 for payment of pensions for 
the next fiscal year, passed the House 
to-day. Only one vote was recorded in 
the negative, that , of Thomas Turner, 
o£ Kentucky. Over $100,000 
is paid 


out annually in pensions in Turner's 
district. 


The morning hour being dispensed 


with, the House went into committee 
of the whole (McMillan, of Tennessee, 
in the chair) on the pension appropriation 
bill. 


Mr. Hubbell, who had charge of tho 


bill, stated it appropriated 850,000,000, or 
exactly tho amount cailid for by tho es- 
timates. It contained a proviso that ac- 
crued pension due Indian pensioners 
should, in the discretion of tho commis- 
sioner, of pensions, bo paid in instal- 
ments. 


After explaining the provisions of the 


bill 
he 
made 
n statement 
as to 


the enormous amount o£ appropria- 
tions needed to pay the arrearages 
of pensions. 
When the bill for tho 


arreas of pensions had beon before the 
House it had been stated it would only 
require a few millions. Up to Novem- 
ber 1, 1880, tho government had paid out 
for arrearages alono $24,600,000. The a v- 
erage arrearages to each of the old pen- 
sioners had been found to be $5GO. 


At the date of the report ot tho com- 


missioner of pensions there had been 
281,597 claims ponding, and tho average 
arrears in each now claim was 81,000. 
Supposing 30 per cent, of these claims 
would bo disallowed, thorc would still be 
in round numbers 197,000 arrearages to 
be paid, which, at the rate of 81,100 each 
would amount to $ai7,(X)0,000> aud ho 
wished to call attention to tbe further 
fact that the average age of the pension- 
ers of the government was only 41 years. 
He criticised the present system of pay- 
ing pensions. Under tho present sys- 
tem, anybody could get a pension who 
was willing to take a false oath. The 
commissioner had told him that, out ot 
$50,030,000 paid out each year, $4,000,000 
was paid out fraudulently, and perhaps 
more.

bitrary and artificial rates of interest in 
excess of the legal rate.

jet rid of them by the surest mode

•ear, just as though cows anil other 
attle would eat the weeds any more 
eadily dry than green.

Management of Manure.| 


The test of good farming is in having 


a clean barnyard at least once a year. 
The better practice is to clean every 
particle of manure in the spring and 
again in the fall, and apply it to tho 
crops. Manure is equivalent to money, 
and on land where a crop is growing it 
is paying good returns for its invest- 
ment. It is true, manure as madn in 
the barnyard is not in the best condi- 
tion for immediate use; but except to 
prevent the spread of wcud-seeds, it ip 
bettor on t.hc land or iu it than in the 
barnyard. 
If 
noxious 
weed-saeds 


abound in the manure, a thorough fer- 
mentation is needed to destroy them. 
Ordinarily, however, keeping the ma- 
nure in piles a few days will start weed- 
seeds, so that simply moving the ma- 
nure will destroy them. This will also 
make tho manure much more soluble 
and effective, and fully repay the addi- 
tional expense. Piling up manure in 
the barnyard before hauliug out pays iu 
tho economy it makes iu loading it ou 
wagons. If put in heaps, twice as 
many loads can be got out per day than 
if it is scattered around the yard; and 
this, in a time when men and teams are 
hurried to do the spring plowing, is an 
item of moment. Besides this, farmers 
will clean the barnyards much more 
perfectly where the manure has been 
first piled up. They cannot afford to 
keep a team waiting while the load for 
the wagon is being scraped up with the 
hoe. 
Hence the scrapings, which are 


always the richest part of the manure 
heap, are left and invariably wasted. 


Something depends upon the charac- 


ter of manure in deciding how and 
where to use it. The vcrv coarsest 
should be used first as a mulch, spread 
over tho surface of the ground to be 
plowed for corn and turned under in 
April or May. The spring rains and 
melting snows will carry aown <vmong 
the grass roots the soluble elements of 
fertility, and before the plow can be got 
in the field the upspringing grass will 
show the good effect of the top-dress- 
ing. Then turning the whole under, 
not deeply, the manure and the grass 
roots will ferment together, and each 
will help the other. I always try to 
have a grass or clover-sod as a prepara- 
tion for planted crops. 
Such land will 


yield a crop even without manure; but 
as a rule it pays better to manure pret- 
ty good land for an extra crop than to 
haul manure on to very poor land to 
bring it up to the average. The largo 
crop is reasonably sure to show a 
profit. The average or poor crop is 
always grown at a loss. I know itis 
quite common to haul manure on an 
unseeded'stubble for planting; but the 
E 


racticeT is not to bo commended. If 
ind is bare it does not want a hoed 
crop, but some kind of grain with 
which it can be seeded again as quickly 
as possible. If manure is diverted to 
such land to keep it longer under the 
plow, other portions of the farm are 
robbed and correspondingly impover- 
ished. I heard once of a farmer who 
boasted that one field had been in corn 
more than twenty years. He had drawn 
to that field nearly all the manure 
made on the farm. Its fertility has 
been maintained; but it was bad farm- 
ing, 
nevertheless. In estimating suc- 


cess or failure, the farm must be taken 
as a whole. 
The coarse manures should generally 


be applied to the heavy clays, especially 
if vegetable matter is lacking. Theii 
fermentation in the soil disintegrates it, 
and promotes fertility. Usually olay 
soil Las abundance of plant food, but 
not in available shape for crops. Hence 
something to bring out what is in the 
soil is needed. Concentrated and min- 
eral manures are best adapted to cold 
and mucky lands. 
Here there is plenty 


of vegetable mold, but it is not active. 
Green manures are beat adapted to 
sandy or gravelly soils. Here vegeta- 
ble matter is always deficient. Some 
sands and gravels are lacking in other 
respects, also, and in fmeh o.asea tha 
land is worth little for farm uses. On 
the other hand a sand, or better still a 
gravel that has plenty of lime, potash 
and phosphates, is the very best land 
to work because it is always drj', warm 
and quick; and if it has a somewhat 
heavier subsoil, it has the ability to en- 
dure an unfavorable season better than 
any other. The best test of a sand or 
gravel soil as to fertility is to observe 
the clover catch and growth. If a farm- 
er can get a good clover catch every 
year on sand or gravel, he has the 
means in his own hand of making it as 
rich as he wants it.—Wm. J. Fowler, in 
Examiner and Chronicle.

The World's Wheat £107. 


At the convention of millers at Cin- 


cinnati Mr. Howard Lockwood, edito* 
of the American. Mail and Export Jour- 
nal, read a very valuable paper on the 
wheat-crops of the world. It was a 
very carefully prepared paper, evident- 
ly the result of much careful research. 
The following is an abstract of the ad- 
dress: 


In the year 1790 there were exported 


from this country 1,124,458 bushels of 
wheat and 724,623 barrels of Hour. 
The year 1879 shows an export of wheat 
more than one hundred times greater 
than 1790, amounting to 122,!i53,93G 
bushels, while the export of Hour aggre- 
gated for the year, 5,029,714 barrels, or 
nearly the same increase. What an 
immense significance is attached to tho 
figures I have just read. What prog- 
ress is indicated by them! In the year 
1790 
the original thirteen States were 


stretched along the Atlantic coast, a 
mere fringe to the mighty Government 
that was afterward spread over this 
continent, from ocean to ocean. These 
States contained a popxilation about tho 
same as the State of Ohio does to-day. 


The export of wheat seems to have 


continued in about tho samo amounts 
till the year 1795, when it fell oft' to 
141,000 bushels, and kept declining till 
the year 1799, when only 10,000 bush- 
els were sent out of the country. After 
that there seems to have been a grad- 
ual improvement to the year 1807, 
wen 1,173,000 bushels are on the rec-

The year 1809, however, shows an 


almost entire wiping out of our export 
in: this line, but 1,752 bushels having 
been sent out of the country. 
In 1815 


there are to be found no entries of ex- 
ports of wheat, and only 103,000 bar- 
rels of flour. From 1815, however, the 
flour reports took an advance to over 
800,000 barrels, and have continued to 
run up heavily every year down to the 
present time, increasing until 1879, a 
year showing an aggregate of 5,629,- 
000 barrels, valued at $29,500,000. Ex- 
ports of wheat varied from 1814 to 1840 
and 1846, 1836 showing only 2,062 
bushels, while in 1840 1,720,000 are re 
corded. In 1857, the year of the panic, 
we shipped abroad 14,570,000, bushels, 
and in 1862 the grand figures of 37,- 
800,000 were reached. It was not un- 
til 1873, another panic year, that the 
figures of 1862 were beaten anddoubled, 
the value being §101,421,000. 
Tho 


same result was .shown in 1878, and the 
great year of 1879 showed 122,353,000 
bushels, valued at $130,701,000.

While on tlie subject of British con- 


sumption of breiidstiitt's, it may not bo 
considered a digression to refer to the 
remarks made xm the opening day by 
our friend on the English delegation, 
Mr. Hibbert. I understood him to say 
that his people would buy our wheat, 
btit did not or would not, 'if they could 
help it, buy onr flour. 
Let us,sce what 


they have done in this line during the 
past twenty years. In Uie year 1859 
tircat Britain imported of wheat Hour 
made in this country 232,000 barrels 
During all the year's up to that date 
there are only two -in which the quanti- 
ty fell below this figure, while -the im- 
portations average far above, reaching 
m several years a.s high as 2,500,000 to 
3,000,000, aggregating nearly 25,000,000 
barrels for the twenty years; tho last 
year, 187_9, showing 2,629,000. 
The 


British official figures just referred to 
place the quantity at 6,63:5,000 cwts. 
This doea not look as though our En- 
glish cousins could stop buy in o- from 
us, even if they wanted to. 
Mr. Hib- 


bert also made the statement that 
American flour seld in English markets 
for less money than in New York. Did 
he mention this fact as beingsomethino- 
strange, or simply that it was a cond£ 
fciou of affairs very detrimental 'o his 
interests as a British miller? Does he 
not know that American millers aud 
shippers, in planing our surplus flour 
wken necessary upon British markets 
at prices lower than those rulino- at 
home, are doing only the same thiuo- 
that British shippers have always done 
in every line o£ goods manufactured 
in the kingdom? We are apt schol- 
ars, and we were' taught long years 
ago by our English cousins to throw 
on other markets our surplus, and, if 
necessary, dispose of it at tho best at- 
tainable price. Just what margin of 
profit there is to onr millers at prices 
now ruling in English markets for 
American llour I know not, but I have 
not the slightest doubt in my own mind 
that wo will continue to ship a o-0od 
supply to those markets, and in view of 
the fact that we are constantly cheapen- 
mg tho cost of manufacturing by in- 
creasing production and bv the use of 
most improved appliances." In view of 
these facts I see no reason why wo 
should not always undersell, if neces- 
sary, any competitors from any quarter.
